The proposed amendments to claims 1, 17 and 35 will not be entered because 
they raise issues, which require further consideration and/or search. Specifically, claims 



37. Claims 3, 19 and 37 were dependent on dependent claims 2, 18 and 36, all of 
which have been canceled and reentered into independent claims 1, 17 and 35. The 
amendment will not be entered because the claims, dependent on the proposed 
amendment, claims 1,17 and 35, require further consideration of the art of record. 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/11/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding the arguments to claims 1,17 and 35, that the position of 
the magnets being L-shaped compared to -. shaped is not persuasive because, Santo 
discloses this position in figures 11A and 11B. Furthermore, the forces caused by the 
coils and reversing the direction of the current to position the lens either up or down by 
up or down forces can alter magnets. Furthermore, relocation of parts in an application 
to perform the same operation is not a reason for patentability. In re JAPIKSE (CCPA), 
86 USPQ 70, Decided May 9, 1950, Appl. No. 5634, U.S. Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals. Therefore, claims 1, 17 and 35 stand rejected for at least the reasons 
presented.
